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Has anyone here ever receiv¬ 
ed a good 1 bawling-out? Don't 
raise your hands all at once, 
please. Let's take this session 
one at a time. 

A few days ago we received 
a letter in response to the 
“Square" of last week when we 
had a paragraph or two about 
the driverless cars that occas¬ 
ionally go crashing around our 
village because some people, 
including us, are often in¬ 
clined to park a car merely by 
"slipping it in gear" and to 
heck with that extra effort of 
applying the parking brake. 

So we received a letter from 
(Mrs. Tom) Florence P. Devlin 
—and one of several things we 
liked about it was the fact that 
she signed her name. Too many 
people want to unload their 
feelings to a newspaper with¬ 
out having enough courage of 
their convictions to identify 
themselves. We call it “crank 
copy." 

Mrs. Devlin is no crank. She 
presented a reasonable basis 
for a good, clean argument 
when she expressed her opin¬ 
ion that most of these free- 
rolling cars that break loose 
around our inclines are caused 
by mechanical failure of the 
parking brake. 

We think she has a good 
point in bringing up the "me¬ 
chanical failure" aspect. There 
are a lot of fine mechanics in 
this town, and they, along 
with many other authorities, 
can tell you why all of us 
should have those brakes 
checked more often. But police 
records, garage reports, and 
personal accounts show that 
most of these driverless cars, 
after being hauled away from 
one accident or another, have 
contained parking brakes 
which, if applied all the way, 
could have held them at their 
stations long enough to collect 
upwards of 50,000 parking tick¬ 
ets. 

We've been deeply impressed 
by the danger of the driverless 
car, not only by personal ob¬ 
servation within this area for 
almost 14 years, but also since 
we were spectators to a set of 
circumstances from which one 
of our first magazine sales was 
made—a true driverless car 
story which Coronet bought to 
begin a series of articles and 
(continued on page 12)

The Bloodmobile will be 
located at the Woman’s 
Clubhouse from 3 to 7:30 
p.m. and transportation will 
be furnished to those who 
wish to donate blood, but 
are without cars. Babysitters 
also will be furnished to 
mothers who must bo accom- 
p a n i e d by their children, 
Mrs. Jones said. 


A tentative schedule increasing water rates approximately 
10 to 20% was studied by City Council at Tuesday night's meet¬ 
ing. The exact amount of increase, or the date in which it will 
go into effect, was not determined, but Council members agreed 
that some provision for additional funds must be made in the 
near future. 

A two-page report by City 
Administrator Lawence Beving- 
ton pointed out that only a 
combination of fortunate cir¬ 
cumstances prevented a water 
shortage during the present 
heat wave. 

“O u r fortunate experience 
this summer,” Bevington stated, 
"should not prevent us from 
seeing the dangerous potential 
of operating the water depart¬ 
ment without adequate equip¬ 
ment. During the entire dry 
period we did not have one 
fire, no large leaks or no major 
equipment breakdown. Any one 
of these three could have 
changed our status from wet to 
dry in a very short period of 
time.” 

Bevington pointed also to the 
excellent work of Water Super¬ 
intendent A1 Freeland and his 
staff during the recent 10 days 
of unprecedented high temper¬ 
atures. 

"Personnel was on duty 24 
hours a day maintaining wells 
and booster pumps. Consump¬ 
tion on Sept. 3 averaged 711 
gallons per person, or more 
than 31-3 times the normal use,” 
he said. 

Pointing to a future operat¬ 
ing deficit of $175,000, Beving- 
ton’s survey stressed the need 
for capital outlay during the 
next 10 years to maintain an 
adequate water supply. He said 
the proposed new rates were 
comparable to water charges in 
surrounding cities, some of 
which suffered a severe water 
shortage during the recent pe¬ 
riod of abnormally high tem¬ 
peratures.

The cost of three land parcels 
recently acquired for parking 
by the City will be apportioned 
to downtown stores according 
to foot frontage, size and pro¬ 
portionate benefits. Simultane¬ 
ous with the preparation of the 
assessment map, work will be 
started on improvement and 
surfacing of the lots.

School, Highland and Canon, 
Charles A. Skutt, superintend¬ 
ent of schools, announced to¬ 
day. 

"We are expect ing an enroll- 
ment of approximately 800, 
however, and we are prepared 
to handle this number,” Skutt 
told The News. 

The Sept. 13 opening was one 
of the hottest on record, with 
many pupils forced to walk 
long distances due to the cur¬ 
tailment of bus service brought 
about by the defeat of the tax 
increase issue this year. 

Swelling the number of Sierr 
ra Madre elementary school 
enrolees were the 320 students 
who attended the first day of 
school at St. Rita’s Parochial 
School, giving that institution 
the highest enrollment of its 
history.

If anyone in Sierra Madre 
or environs would like to hunt 
for uranium without suffering 
the discomforts of making the 
trek through deserts and moun¬ 
tains then he should become 
acquainted, but quickly, with 
five Sierra Madreans who, be¬ 
sides their training of many 
months for the mineral-search¬ 
ing adventure, now are prepar¬ 
ing to take off within the next 
two weeks for certain areas of 
Arizona after studying the ad¬ 
vice of several authorities plus 
the beseeching question of an 
Indian guide who, having re¬ 
portedly seen several uranium 
strikes nearby, keeps asking 
them: “Why don’t you hurry?’’ 

The reason these five Sierra 
Madreans haven’t hurried is 
because it is one thing to talk 
about the uranium 'hunt, but 
something else again when it 
comes to figuring the risk ver¬ 
sus the security of one’s job; 
the cost of uranium-detecting 
instruments, jeeps, trucks, and 
countless other equipment; 
then there is always the degree 
of derision that must bo figured 
from the smug ones who take 
the attitude: "Yah-jrah! You 
dreamers—uranium yet!” 

It isn’t easy — and it isn’t 
something that can be launched 
overnight. Before you make the 
final decision to go all-out for 
uranium it takes a bit of think¬ 
ing, and months of planning. 

The idea, localwise, began 
almost a year ago, when Eu¬ 
gene "Beans” Colbert, working 
on construction jobs in nearby 
desert and mountain areas, no¬ 
ticed the number of geiger- 
equipped “tourists” who went 
thatta-way; some of them were 
just “rock-hounds” with black- 
light instruments to detect any 
fluorescent spotting in miner¬ 
als. Surprising part of it was, 


as he learned later, some of 
them found uranium. 

Maybe some of the stuff was 
low-grade, but so what? Even 
though most of the finds might 
be labeled "beginner’s luck,” 
why shouldn’t a young man 
with adventure in his blood 
organize a team and make a 
real, serious try? 

He thought about it, dreamt 
about it, and somelimos, in his 
other leisure moments, he read 
about it. On occasion, he also 
talked about it. In so doing, he 
ran across four other men in 
Sierra Madre — all of whom 
were just as unmarried and 
eager for adventure as he was. 

So they all got together, 
studied together, bought a few 
simple instruments, and made 
numerous week-end “hunts” to 
discover exactly what it took 
to improve their chances when 
it came to not only hunting, 
but finding, uranium. 

Since then they have bought 
an Army "Jeep" and ambulance, 
both with 4-wheel-drive and 
both equipped for special serv¬ 
ice and sleeping quarters, a 
goiger counter and the super- 
duper “scintillator" that often 
finds its mark from airplane, 
an automobile, or by the cas¬ 
ual stroller. They also have in¬ 
vested in at least the minimum 
equipment that one would ex¬ 
pect to find in a party of men 
prepared for a long stretch in 
the mountains and deserts, 
seeking to protect themselves 
from inconveniences such as 
Ihirst, hunger, rattlesnakes, 
fla«h-floods, and baking heat. 

They not only expect to find 
uranium, but they also expect 
to come back alive to colject 
their profits. 

Although there is much more 
to their story, which The News

Four Sierra 
Madreans Hurt 
In Car Crash 


Mrs. Lola Rudbach, 272 E. 
Highland, feels that when she 
returns to her real estate work 
at the Harry Lange office she 
may have to hang a sign 
around her neck to answer the 
question that so many people 
are bound to ask her: "Where 
did you get those two black 
eyes?” 

When she leaves her desk, 
the sight of her broken left foot 
in a cast and her use of 
crutches also are bound to 
cause very much the same re¬ 
action. 

She is one of the four Sierra 
Madreans who were riding in 
a small sports car, a Citreon, 
Thursday evening at about 8:15 
o’clock when it crashed head- 
on into a tree on the curbing 
at the southeast corner of High¬ 
land and Mountain Trail as the 
driver, Bill Quinlan, 678 Alta 
Vista Drive, heading the car 
south on Mountain Trail, at¬ 
tempted to make a left-hand 
turn into Highland where grav¬ 
el caused the car to skid. 

Others in the car were Mrs. 
Betty Burr, 449 E. Montecito, 
and Harrison “Bud” Bains, 97 
E. Highland. 

Mrs. Burr reportedly suffered 
a sprained leg, a bruised shin, 
a bump on the head, and neck 
sprain; Quinlan, a knee injury 
and bruised shoulder; and 
Bains a head bump. Mrs. Rud¬ 
bach, riding in the front seat 
of the small sedan with Quin¬ 
lan, also received a severe blow 
on her forehead when her head 
cracked the windshield. 

All but Quinlan walked from 
the almost total wreck to Mrs. 
Rudbach’s home where they 
had been dining until Quinlan 
had stopped by to give them a 
10-minute trial run in the little 
car that had been lent him as 
a "demonstrator.” 

After the accident, Quinlan 
stayed by the wrecked car until 
police arrived. No charges were 
made.

City’s Accomplishments Seen In Report

The Street Department con¬ 
tinued its program of sweeping 
every street in town at least 
once a week with downtown 
areas being swept three times 
per week. Twelve streets were 
either resurfaced or a protective 
seal coat applied. A stepped up 
program of removal of dead 
and dangerous trees with re¬ 
placement of young trees was 
made. A survey of the entire 
city for needs of resurfacing, 
curbs and gutters, and drain¬ 
age facilities was made and 
plans for a complete repair pro¬ 
gram were initiated. 

The Park Department has re¬ 
ceived from the landscape ar¬ 
chitect complete plans for the 
development of the park. A 
necessary part of this develop¬ 
ment was completed with the 
decision of the council to buy 
the one remaining parcel of 
land which lies within the fu¬ 
ture park limits. The house 
and two lots were purchased 
and will be rented until such 
time as funds are available for 
completion of the park area. 

Of course, the biggest and 
most dramatic change last year 
occurred at the City Library. 
This change is so apparent 
-Turn to Page 12 


The City Clerk’s department 
initiated a new machine book¬ 
keeping system. This allowed a 
much more efficient check on 
finances while reducing neces¬ 
sary personnel time. This sav¬ 
ing was then taken up by the 
new business license, a pro¬ 
gram prevoiusly handled by 
the Police Department. 

One phase of the Police De- 
parment program was a new 
police car policy. A rental 
agreement was made by which 
new Pontiacs were to be leased 
at all times. This type of ar¬ 
rangement releases the City 
from the expense and worry of 
car repairs, tires and mainte¬ 
nance. Coupled with this was 
a new police radio communica¬ 
tions system to enable the pa¬ 
trol cars to keep closer contact 
with the station. A police .re¬ 
serve unit was started, with the 
hope that this unit will sup¬ 
plement the regular force. 

The Fire Department pre¬ 
pared specifications and a con¬ 
tract was let for a new 1250- 
gallon-per-minute fire pumper. 
The end of the fiscal year saw 
the delivery of the most mod¬ 
ern piece of fire fighting equip¬ 
ment available any place in 
the world. 


tirely financed by water sales 
and money spent in the depart¬ 
ment is for betterment of the 
water system. The City Water 
Department has fixed assets— 
pipe lines, reservoirs, wells and 
buildings — of approximately 
$2,000,000. Out of these wells 
and the tunnels last year, near¬ 
ly 88,000,000 cubic feet, or 660,- 
000,000 gallons of water were 
pumped. On the maximum 
pumping day which was July 8, 
1954, 558,620 cubic feet of water 
or 4,178,477 gallons were con¬ 
sumed. This represents a con¬ 
sumption of better than 500 
gallons per person on that day. 

The furnishing of water to 
supply the needs of the City of 
Sierra Madre is a tremendous 
responsibility. Water for wash¬ 
ing and cooking, irrigating and 
swimming pools, water for in¬ 
dustry and very important, 
water for fighting fires. 

To become more specific in 
our study of programs and 
budgets, taxes and finances, we 
will check some of the major 
department activities last year. 
Again these are not accom¬ 
plished by neglecting some pro¬ 
gram but by shifting or re¬ 
emphasizing some phase of the 
department.

the Commission’s Food and 
Clothing Report, will save an 
estimated $120 million yearly 
in raw-food costs by better in¬ 
ventory and purchasing esti¬ 
mates. 

I have already introduced 12 
bills to implement various rec¬ 
ommendations, and I shall ap¬ 
preciate support for them. One 
would establish a 10-man joint 
House-Senate “watchdog" com¬ 
mittee over the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency. A Hoover Com¬ 
mission task force headed by 
Gen. Mark W. Clark had access 
to all classified information 
and operations and found that 
the achievements of the super¬ 
secret CIA are not adequate. A 
“watchdog" committee was rec¬ 
ommended to help remedy the 
situation. My other bills will 
help the administration elimi¬ 
nate some inefficient opera¬ 
tions and put others on a more 
business-like basis. 

It is up to taxpaying citizens 
to press for approval of the 
Hoover Reports. The reports hit 
hard at special groups which 
have for many years en¬ 
trenched themselves at the ex¬ 
pense of the taxpayer. They are 
organized, the taxpayer is not. 
Further, the “spenders” of the 
opposition party are in control 
of Congress and this means 
rough going for the reports. We 
face an uphill battle, but noth¬ 
ing worthwhile is easy. This is

THE ADJOURNMENT 

Congress has adjourned until 
Jan. 3, 1956. The House was in 
session for 111 days and over 
460 hours; the Senate took just 
104 days but over 540 hours. It 
has been a session marred by 
political maneuvering and fis¬ 
cal irresponsibility. The Ways 
and Means Committee illus¬ 
trated this when the Democrat¬ 
ic majority refused to allow 
any open public hearings what¬ 
ever on the great changes in 
Social Security, which would 
affect mil'ions of individuals 
directly both through taxes 
and benefits; yet that same 
committee held highly publi¬ 
cized and extensive public 
hearings on the request to con¬ 
tinue the present debt limit for 
one year, which is purely a 
technical matter not affecting 
appropriations but arranging 
to pay the bills for commit¬ 
ments already made. Neverthe¬ 
less, in spite of this sort of 
maneuvering the program of 
the President’s party has pro¬ 
ceeded as well as could be ex¬ 
pected with the opposition par¬ 
ty in control of Congress. Most 
approved measures have all 
been reported thoroughly in the 
press. 

Much unfinished business re¬ 
mains held over until January, 
some of it good and some bad. 
The Upper Colorado River Basin 
Boondoggle promises to be a 
problem. Social Security 
changes, highway and school 
constructio/i aid, health rein¬ 
surance, national gas decon¬ 
trol, rigid farm price supports, 
and the statehood for Hawaii 
are issues which will be con¬ 
sidered. Since an election year 
is near, the strife will be bit¬ 
ter. It will be important for the 
individual taxpayer to be on 
his toes to protect his interests. 


TAXPAYERS' BEST FRIEND 

Suppose a large group of the 
most competent men in Amer¬ 
ica were turned loose to study 
the government for over a year 
and they came up with a plan 
to balance the budget, reduce 
taxes, increase government ef¬ 
ficiency, and accomplish all 
this without injury to the se¬ 
curity or welfare of the coun¬ 
try. We’d say that this is just 
what the taxpayer has been 
hoping for, and to go ahead 
and adopt the recommenda¬ 
tions. Certainly this is my re¬ 
action to the reports of the non¬ 
partisan Hoover Commission, 
which show us just how to ac¬ 
complish these feats. I class 
this study as the major accom¬ 
plishment of the year. During 
the next session of Congress 
my major effort will be to push 
for the adoption of the reports, 
which include 314 specific rec¬ 
ommendations touching every 
major function of government. 

In the recommendations, the 
Commission sought six objec¬ 
tives: 

First. To preserve the full se¬ 
curity of the nation in a dis¬ 
turbed world. 

Second. To maintain the 
functioning of all necessary 
agencies which make for the 
common welfare. 

Third. To stimulate the fun¬ 
damental research upon which 
national security and progress 
are based. 

Fourth. To eliminate or re¬ 
duce Government competition 
with private enterprise. 

Fifth. To improve the effi¬ 
ciency and eliminate waste in 
the executive agencies. 

Sixth, and perhaps the most 
important of all. To strengthen 
the economic, social and gov¬ 
ernmental structure which has 
brought us, now for 166 years, 
constant blessings and prog- 
gress. 

About 45 per cent of the Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations can 
be accomplished by adminis¬ 
trative action, but the remain¬ 
der of the recommendations re¬ 
quire congressional action. The 
executive branch has lost no 
time in acting. The Budget Bu¬ 
reau makes a regular report to 
the President on progress being 
made. Clearly, it is now im¬ 
portant that the Congress act 
on the recommendations of the 
Commission it established. If 
you taxpayers will back me, I 
plan to go to bat on this pro¬ 
gram. 
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And so, when our forefathers 
had won our freedom, they put 
the right to counsel in our con¬ 
stitution. 

Thus you get a man sworn to 
defend you, no matter how un¬ 
popular your cause may be or 
who’s against you. 

No wonder that all tough guys, 
like Shakespeare's rabble rous- 
er, Jack Cade, always say: 

“First thing, let’s kill all the 
lawyers.”

patrol system. 

Plans are being completed for 
a partial development of the 
City Hall. Painting and other 
appurtenant work to make 
more attractive and to provide 
better working conditions are 
under consideration. 

The Street Department has 
programmed several thousand 
dollars for street maintenance, 
including repairs to damaged 
sidewalks, curbs and gutters. 
Approximately $45,000 in street 
resurfacing, regrading and 
drainage structures are contem¬ 
plated. An increased traffic 
safety program has been set 
up. This w’ill include cross walk 
and center line painting as 
well as the placement of addi¬ 
tional warning signs as needed 
to increase the safety of our 
streets. 

An enlarged program in re¬ 
moval of dead and dangerous 
parkway trees is budgeted. The 
City Council has established a 
program of tree replacement to 
maintain the beauty of our tree 
lined streets. 

The Fire Department will 
maintain its program of drills 
and activities to keep at top 
efficiency our volunteer depart¬ 
ment. The department is con¬ 
sidering an enlarged program 
of inspection and enforcement 
to reduce our already low fire 
losses. 

The Water Department has

Then came that great trans¬ 
port truck with tons of momen¬ 
tum that couldn't be stopped— 
and that was when we learned 
about those wonderful guys 
called "truckdrivers." The driv¬ 
er gunned the throttle, gave his 
heavy equipment every extra 
speed he could, swerved to the 
opposite lane as far as he 
dared—and the tip end of the 
truck's gigantic trailer passed 
in front of the little coupe not 
by inches but by a miracle. 

We can't give you all the de¬ 
tails here, but after the coupe 
was stopped on the other side 
of tire road by an elastic wood¬ 
en fence we found the owners. 
We've never known their 
names, but the young married 
people were real easy to recog¬ 
nize—because the woman was 
crying, and the man was fran¬ 
tically searching for his car. 

When we told them where it 
was the wife ran through traf¬ 
fic like a madwoman, reached 
into the little coupe, and lifted 
out a 9-months-old baby boy. 

Her child was unharmed— 
and sound asleep.
